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PERSPECTIVES 


YE had something to say about present-day archi- 
tectural drawing after the opening of the R.A. 
exhibition last year. With the opening of the 
exhibition this year, it is obvious that the subject 
is still open for discussion. The number of pro- 

mising draughtsmen increases each year, and the talent is pro- 
bably as fertile as ever before. What is less encouraging to 
the observer is the obvious tendency to slur detail and arrive 
at the cheap effect by short cuts, particularly in architectural 
perspective. 

It has never been clearly laid down what is the chief purpose 
of an architectural perspective. It may be the architect’s 
experiment in effect ; or the means taken to illustrate to the 
layman the meaning of a conventional setting out ; or a record 
of the result of an orthographical process. It may also be 
one artist’s prophecy of another artist’s conception. Or it 
may be—whisper it softly !—a means of arresting attention 
dramatically to what is not likely to arrest attention in fact. 
The truth is, of course, that a perspective may be for any of 
these purposes, and that it will be rendered in different forms 
according to the purpose for which it is needed. Ignoring the 
last, which is not seriously meant, there is one thing in common 
to all these purposes which is sorely needed; and that is a 
strict regard for fact and truth. The architect who is ex- 
perimenting to see how far the mass he has conceived will 
tell in execution, will be no nearer satisfaction if he falsifies 
his accounts. The client will know no more about the subject 
if the perspective does not record a view point. The record of 
anything must be a true record if it is worth recording. 

So we arrive at a clear conclusion, that an architectural 
perspective must be a scientific exercise in true perspective, 
before it is anything else. This is a matter of something a 
little laborious and needful requiring endless patience, but it is a 
irst essential of the craft of draughtmanship. Then a second 
esse ntial, hardly to be dissociated from the other, is the correct 
practice of sciography. The correct value of a moulding, or 
a break in massing, is a question of light and shade, and cast 
shadows are equally a record of fact as is the correct tracing 
in outline of the mass itself. Whether as an architect's test, 
or a record of fact, or a prophecy of execution, a false recording 
of the shadows cast renders the work of recording them value- 


less. 


We have before us a perspective drawing of St. Martin’s-in- 
the-Fields, which appears in Gibbs’ work on architecture.. A 
young student of the schools might call it stodgy; a teacher 


in the schools might say it was laborious. But the fact 
remains that it is much that an architectural perspective should 
am to be: One has a feeling when looking at it that it is 
a true record of fact; that nothing is shown that is 
not seen, and that all that is shown is as can be seen. 
Shadows are cast accurately, not to complete the balance 
of the picture, but to record the fact of solidity; and that 
comfortable word ‘‘ atmosphere ”’ is the one thing left to the 
imagination of the spectator, because it is an evanescent 
quality of little value in a permanent record. The artist has, 
in fact, subordinated his skill to the main object of the drawing 
—the recording of fact. 

Now it needs but a most casual survey of the architectural 
room at the Academy to see how far short of these essentials 
the average architectural perspectives fall. There is a 
good deal of impressionist affectation, falling short in a 
welter of restless smudges. This sort of thing has little 
value as an architectural record, and it is surprising that people 
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do it with apparent success year after year. But it is not just 
a fashion of rendering that is deplorable, but the slurring over 
of labour, and the admission of really bad perspective. In 
several cases, and in one glaring instance, can be seen instances 
of architectural features, depending on true form for their 
effect, badly out of drawing and distorted almost out of recogni- 
tion. What is the use of this sort of thing? A more searching 
question might be, are all these fierce colours and “ atmos- 
pheric”’ effects designed to divert attention from these incom- 
petences, as the easier way of completing the job ¢ 

And then there is the question of shadows. It has been a 
convention in architectural sciography to cast all shadows from 
an angle of 45 degrees. It is a sensible convention, because it 
represents roughly the average condition of these latitudes. 
There may be occasions when the sun is at a higher altitude, 
and others when it is at a lower, but in a record of the appear- 
ance of a building in average conditions, the 45 degree rule is 
a sensible one. Yet we see many cases where the draughtsman, 
if it suits his purpose pictorial, has taken liberties with lighting 
origin, even missing consistency in the same picture on occasion. 
There are also to be seen a use of chance and meaningless shade 
masses which do nothing to reveal architectural fact, and are 
there purely for pictorial purposes. If people are anxious to 
display their skill in the disposal of colour values and atmos- 
phere, and are not mainly concerned in the recording of archi- 
tectural fact, they should submit their work for display in the 
many other galleries in the Academy. The architectural space 
is too absurdly small to be cumbered with them. 

We have spoken somewhat severely about work which 
possesses a great deal of intrinsic artistic merit. But we feel 
that there is not enough frankness upon the subject, and that 
architectural drawing will reach a reductio ad absurdum if things 
continue to follow their present direction. What is needed in 
our schools, and in the Academy by natural sequence, is a great 
deal more industry of the laborious type. Architecture is an 
art of fact and detail, an eternal alteration of the field glasses 
and the microscope. Display and effect are valueless unless the 
unavoidable processes have been followed with much pains and 
care. Many of the smudges and suggestions to be seen on the 
exhibition walls are clever and almost inspired ; but we would 
far rather see much duller walls, though that is unnecessary 
in a more humble, yet more faithful, rendering of service to 
the architect. 

Once more, therefore, we commend this matter to the serious 
consideration of the hanging committee, the Board of Archi- 
tectural Education, the teachers of architecture, and the 
architects themselves who wish to have their works illustrated 
at this annual exhibition. It is perhaps the first and the last 
of these we have mentioned who have the power to set things 
right. The others are bound to follow if it becomes known 
that exhibitors are expected to tell the truth, and that only 
the merits of the subject will count in its selection. 

Whatever we may say, some of the best of modern work 
finds its way into the exhibition, probably more easily than 
with the allied arts dealt with in the same building ; 
bat if the suspicion can be removed that one of a few 
perspective artists can get practically any subject hung, 
irrespective of its architectural merit, the R.A. exhibition will 
be on the way to proving itself of real service.to: the cause of 
fine architecture. One ought to be quite unconscious of the 
draughtsmen in an exhibition of architectural works. It would 
be absurd to suggest that this is the case with the architectural 
section of the Royal Academy Exhibition. —

Not only does it 
obscure the merits of the building, but it 
destroys confidence in the artistic 
judgment of the architect who allows his 
building to be presented in that form. 
Moreover, it has the exasperating effect 
of giving preference, irrespective of their 
architectural merits, to buildings which 
are decently drawn.”

A CORRESPONDENT writes: 
“ At election meetings this 
month many speakers on 
Labour platforms are ad- 
vocating direct labour as a 
means of reducing the costs of working- 
class houses. On this point, some recent 
figures from Leeds are significant. A 
proposal was put forward to erect three 
lots of houses, and it was decided by 
the Improvements Committee that the 
City Engineer should give an estimate 
for erecting the cottage flats on the 
Middleton Estate, 76 in all, by direct 
labour. The Corporation, however, 
decided that tenders should be invited 
from private firms as well. A com- 
parison of the figures shows that private 
firms offered to build far below the 
estimated cost of direct labour. The 
accepted tender for 100 houses in Selby 
Road was £26,644. This was nearly £40 
per house below the City Engineer’s 
price. For 26 houses at Middleton, the 
accepted tender was over £46 per house 
below the estimate for direct labour. 
These figures are valuable evidence 
against the rash assertions that are being 
made on this question.”

France since a measure of decontrol 
came into force on July Ist, 1927. All 
rents exceeding 12,000, 9,000, or 5,000 
francs, according to the locality, became 
decontrolled on that date. A further 
measure of decontrol took place last year, 
and a further stage will be reached next 
July, until by April Ist, 1931, all rent 
restrictions are to be abolished in France. 
Since the beginning of decontrol, there 
has been a steady increase of rents, but 
this is attributed mainly to the great 
increase of taxation now payable by 
landlords in France. Even for the so- 
called “cheap” dwellings, that have 
been provided by the Municipality of 
Paris on the site of the old fortifications, 
the rent charged ranges from £40 to £60 
per year. These rents, however, seem 
low as compared with rents paid for 
similar accommodation in London.

St. Paul’s Cathedral : 
Reconstruction. 


In a lecture given recently on St. Paul’s 
Cathedral, at the City Literary Institute, 
Canon Alexander said that few people re- 
membered that towards the end of the 
eighteenth century the Cathedral was entirely 
closed for two or three years to enable a 
scheme of repairs to be carried out. The 
work on which they were now engaged, and 
were shortly completing, would have lasted 
about 17 years, or, curiously enough, just 
one half of the time occupied in the original 
building, and it had only involved the partiai 
closing of the Cathedral for five years. He 
could not help contrasting it, in its thorough- 
ness, solidity, and far-reaching purpose, with 
the work of the earlier period, when the 
architect actually reported that he had suc- 
ceeded, with a veneer of stone, in concealing 
the cracks from the public eye. 


EXHIBITION NOTES 


AMERICAN CONTEMPORARY PRINTS. 


Tue exhibition of American contemporary 
prints, opened on May 14 last in the 
North Court of the Victoria and Albert 
Museum by Sir William Llewellyn, 
K.C.V.O., P.R.A., is of exceptional in- 
terest, as showing the immense development 
which has taken place in the United States 
within comparatively recent years in 
the arts of etching and engraving. 
Miss Leila Mechlin, Secretary to the 
“American Federation of Arts,” which 
has organised the present exhibition, 
in her admirable introduction to the cata- 
logue, admits, in speaking of the arts of 
engraving and lithography, that, though 
the former, on copper and wood, had been 
constantly practised in America since the 
pioneer days, “it is only in recent years 
that it has been practised as an original 
art”; and that “ prior to 1914 lithography 
as a medium for individual artistic expres- 
sion had practically no vogue in America.” 
Joseph Pennell did much to awake public 
interest in this branch of art; and was 
followed by George Bellows, in his war- 
time subjects. 

Looking round the exhibited prints— 
432 in number—in the North Court, we 
are at once held by the little group of nine 
Whistler etchings, lent actually by the 
Victoria and Albert Museum. The late 
Joseph Pennell is represented by some of his 
fine lithographs, including his ‘ Golden 
Cornice No. 2.” Near these the etchings 
of Louis C. Rosenberg deserve attention, 
especially his “ Loggia at S. Gimignano,” 
and “ Ponte Fabricio” of Rome, and next 
his group Ernest Roth is almost as fine in 
his “‘ Puente de Alcantara,” the old Moorish 
bridge of Toledo. John T. Arms, in hi: 
“Lace Work, Rouen,” inclines to lose him- 
self in the delicate detail, and Arnold 
Ronnebeck, in ‘‘ Wall Street,” gives us al- 
most a nightmare vision of “‘sky-scrapers.” 
Frank Benson excele in studies of bird life; 
and the whole exhibition has ample variety 
and interest, though it may yet be per- 
mitted to us to believe that in etching and 
engraving we still hold the lead.

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APPLIED CRAFTSMANSHIP 


V.—FIRING AND STAINING GLASS. 
By REGINALD HALLWARD. 


Tus firing of stained glass is a most interest- 
ing part of the art. I have always fired the 
glass myself, and continue to do so, and there 
js an element of adventure in it which adds a 
wonderful zest. The only way I have learnt 
about firing glass is by firing it, until at last 
it becomes more or less intuitive. But I make 
no professions, for there is my glass to witness 

ainst me, and the professional expert is 
wholly alien to my outlook. Nor do I make 
any use of gauges, as my eye and judgment 
can generally produce the result I need, or, 
at any rate, approximate pretty closely to it. 
To do things artistically well, we move on 
such different lines from when we are doing 
things mechanically well, that we cannot 
argue from one to the other. Our debt to the 
ages is considerable enough, but this is not to 
say we do nothing of ourselves. For beyond 
experience there is the call of something afar, 
sometimes wonder whether we have uot 


and | ‘ ve 
to return to those primary realities, more 
august than knowledge, and surrender our- 
selves more completely to that which guides 


and transcends it. 
I had just peeped into my kiln before 
writing this; there were nine or ten heads on 
the trays among the rest of the glass, and I 
was anxious to see how this, the staining and 
enamelling fire, had served me. Had they 
taken the fire well? One by one I took them 
off the trays. They were cool enough to 
hold up against the light, and there was 
my angel, with her hair a golden yellow, and 
even orange in the shadows, and a wreath of 
blue flowers adorning her pretty head. For 
it is not a sin to be beautiful, even in an 
angel, so it be of the right kind. Here is a 
head out of a group of little baby boys with 
tossed golden hair, and garland of crimson 
flowers—done in enamel! Dreadful, says the 
purist—and won’t it come off? Well, not 
exactly, for it is fired on the inside of the 
glass, and I would trust it for some centuries, 
until posterity displaces it by something 
better. For though we should aira at per- 
manence, and it is due to our clients that 
we should work on sound methods, I think 
there is a certain vanity in the assumption 
we are to live for evermore, for which there 
is no security whatever, even for the best. 
I want, too, to see myself surpassed and 
replaced, and would make no such complacent 
claims, which have a doubtful flavour of pro- 
fessionalism, with which to allure the client. 
It is a fancy of mine to pass every piece of 
glass through the kiln, and I was interested 
some years ago to hear the opinion of the iate 
Rev. H. Woodhouse, at one time chaplain 
of the Savoy, and student of ancient glass, 
who told me, as the result of much personal 
examination of old glass in the churches of 
the country, that it was his opinion this was 
the practice of the ancients. In any case, 
raw glass leaded up without treatment is but 
a primitive use of a material the resources of 
which are so considerable. Technical re- 
sources do not carry us very far, and I am 
reminded how little there is to communicate 
about methods, though we are naturally in- 
terested to gain an inkling into the ways 
through which we perceive agrevable effects 
to have been obtained. And I recall how an 
author, writing on stained glass, made refer- 
ence to a window of mine in which, in 
addition to the stain, some enamel colour had 
been introduced on the inscriptions. This 
was referred to as something rather mys- 
terious, with conjecture as to how it could 
have been achieved. Nothing, really, could 
have been simpler; a little addition of trans- 
pareht enamel colour had been added, and 
some little flowers which adorned the inscrip- 
tion had blossomed into crimson and green. 
In order to preserve its relation to the 
architecture, we have to retain a sense of 
flatness, so that it does not emerge beyond 
the level of the wall masonry. Pictorial 
realism is a solecism in a stained-glass win- 
dow. A window is a decoration, with its 


scope defined by the nature of ihe materials, 
but this entails no reduction of human interest 
or the sense of nature, because this is not 
governed by materials, but by the artist’s 
endowment. 

Colour has so important a part to play in 
a window that much might be said about it. 
Yet it is not so much the colours that matter 
as the use we make of them, and their 
opulence may easily be overdone. Windows, 
like people, should not be too anxious to 
attract us at first sight, for it 1s not the 
quantity but the kind and combination of 
colours, subtle rather than showy, that mark 
the good window. Good taste is much con- 
cerned with restraint, and a window should 
not call attention to itself like an over- 
dressed person. 

Though anything of the nature of pictorial 
realism is so greatly to be deprecated, this is 
not to advocate an abstract baldness, leaving 
the glass without the full resources of which 
it is capable. Stained glass in its fullest ex- 
pression has such a wealth of resource, 
through the additions of painting and firing, 
that it is a primitive sort of contentment that 
would keep it within such limits. That 
results can be obtained in such a way, where 
the artist guides the work, should not forbid 
the use of a more endowed expression. For 
why not use every resource, when the acca- 
mulative effect, is so much more lovely? 

As only some glasses will take the stain, 
and these in varying ways, it is desirable to 
ascertain by trial beforehand what glasses 
are suitable, otherwise we may find the glass 
metalling, or not taking it at all. I do not 
find any actual security that even with 
glasses supposed to take the stain it will 
always be the case. It is well, therefore, 
having found a glass to take it well, to get 
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a supply at the time. Staining is an im- 
portant feature when vsed well, and the 
ancients, seeing the artistic quulities of an 
unequal and varying strength in which acci- 
dent played a considerable part, took full 
advantage of this in order to add to the 
charm. 

After a staining fire, a certain amount of 
the stain is sometimes left on the trays. The 
stain being placed on the back of the glass, 
which rests on the plaster, some of it is left 
behind. I take advantage of this, as by 
placing glass on the same tray on which this 
stain has been left, when firing it again it 
slightly stains it. I had occasion to take 
advantage of this in the case of a gold-pink 
glass I Red used for a dress, which in itself 
was a iittle meretricious and confectionary, 
but by the addition of this slight and vary- 
ing strength of stain, introduced on to it in 
the way I describe, a very pleasing result was 
secured. I only mention these trifles, as they 
all contribute to building up an ‘intimacy of 
treatment. It is advisable, therefore, to take 
advantage of accidents, and of any means 
which suggest themselves, for improving the 
result. So I would say to the artist : Make 
your own path; keep an open mind about 
methods, avoiding theory and the too easily 
reached complacencies of professionalism. 
The modesty of art will not permit of this 
pride, and in trusting to the former we are 
ever advancing on the right path, which is 
the one worn By ourselves.

XIX.—ARCHITECTURE AND THE ACADEMY. 


“That so far as Architecture is concerned, 
the Royal Academy is of small importance.’’ 

Str,—He who undertakes the smashing of 
household gods is liable to be smashed him- 
self; and as the Royal Academy is one of 
the ‘most securely entrenched of the gods of 
the English social household, I run some 
risk as 1 approach with the hammer. 


It hag been the fashion for as long as we 
can remember, and longer still, for archi- 
tects to enter upon an annual struggle for a 
few square inches of space in a back attic 
at Burlington House which the wise men of 
that establishment reserve each year for 
the service of the most ancient of the arts. 
It does not yet seem to nave becore a 
fashion to consider first whether the 
approval of the august body is worth seek- 
ing, and whether, if given, the recipient is 
any the better off. My contention is that 
eo far as architecture is concerned the 
Royal Academy is very little concerned with 
it, and that to be hung there is a very un 
important honour for the architect 


Tt must be obvious to anyone with half 
an eye that the Royal Academy is a body 
of painters, with a second body of sculptors 
attached, and one or two architects as a 
hait-hearted compliment to their profession 
That such a body is utterly unqualified to 
pass judgment upon works o/ contemporary 
architecture would seem equally obvious 
were it not for the scramble that takes 
place periodically for the notice of this par- 
ticularly inefficient body of judges.

In support of my contention that we 
Academy is first and foremost a body of 
painters, we have only to examine the 
majority of the exhibits. We can see that 
no building which is not illustrated as an 
example of skilful brushwork, and composi- 
tion as a picture, can hope to find a place 
on the walls, while many unworthy archi- 
tectural subjects have more than a sporting 
chance o1 getting in if the draughtsman 
can show the requisite skill to tickle the 
palate of a painter. All thé successful 
perspective artists of the last twenty years 
have developed that skill, and have carried 
in on their backs a host of dull stuff which 
architectural history will do well to forget. 

And the second count against the Academy 
is that it places architecture as of third 
importance, when all the facts of civilisa- 
tion place it in the forefront. By pander- 
ing to such a body, architects tacitly assent 
to this affront to their great art. And 
then consider that although there are a hun- 
dred buildings completed each year for 
every picture painted, there are a dozen 
galleries at the disposal of the painters for 
the one important room allotted to archi- 


tecture. That will show you what they 
think of ua! 
Again, 1 suppose there will be very few 


who really think that the architects who 
have been made R.A.s and _ Associates 
represent all the outstanding figures in the 
profession, or that there are not more 
talented ones left out in the cold, or hold- 
ing aloof of their own free will. It can

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hardly be otherwise when the selection jg 
in such unfitted hands. 

Finally, I would like to disabuse thoge 
who imagine that they are gecting valuabl, 
public notice if they secure a place in the 
exhibition. I can assure them that the 
average member of the public goes to ape 
pictures, and particularly those which the 
daily papers tell him he ought to like 
and that apart from those who lose thei;

Bridge Design. 

Str,—With reference to the debate you have 
published on the question of bridge design; 
with the best will in the world, it is difficult 
to get away from the impression that en. 
gineers, generally speaking, do not realise 
the real value and meaning of architecture, 
and the important part it plays in everyday 
life. 

All readers of your journal know well that 
an architect’s training comprises a thorough 
grounding in both construction and design, 
in the scientific as well as the esthetic side 
of the business. A good building or bridge 
must be fit for its purpose, well constructed, 
and decent to look at; if it fails in any one 
of these directions it is not all that it should 
be. The design must be a trinity in unity. 
The designer must tackle the problem from 
the beginning as a whole and not in part 
only. Merely to eliminate all waste material 
is not enough. If building be a science 
only—mere mechanical] perfection—then there 
is no such thing as architecture. 

How, then, can the engineer with his 
Specialist training in construction conceive 
that which should depend upon something 
more than mere mechanics? Frankly, he is 
not fitted to do so. Both architects and en- 
gineers must realise their limitations. The 
architect must call in the engineer in order 
to build up his design on a scientific basis 
and the engineer, the architect, because the 
former is not expected to have ‘the necessary 
— knowledge of the greatest of all the 

s 

The difficulty of expense does not alter the 
facts. It seems manifestly clear that the 
architect, by reason of his calling and train- 
ing, even in bridge design must be the 
creative power behind the problem, with the 
specialist at his elbow, so that truth and 
beauty may be rolled into one.

The Borough Polytechnic, S.E. 

The scheme which we illustrate consists 
of rebuilding and remodelling the existing 
buildings. The new block facing Borough- 
road and Lancaster-street contains the ad- 
ministrative offices, and there is a large new 
block at the rear, which comprises labora 
tories, chemical, electrical and mechanical 
workshops, restaurant and kitchens. At the 
back of this the old premises have been re 
planned and brought up to date, and the 
accommodation comprises cooking schools, 
building construction department, dress- 
making rooms and classrooms, and there is also 
a new gyinnasium. The heating is by low- 
pressure hot water, the boilers being fired 
with oil fuel. The work is costing £100,000. 

The general contractors were Messrs. J. W. 
Falkner & Sons, Ltd., and the following 
were sub-contractors :—C.’P. Kinnell & Co., 
Lid., heating; Diespeker & Co., Ltd., rein- 
forced concrete, terrazzo and _ flooring;

Public Building for the Westminster City 
Council. 

The elevational treatment of the Marshall- 

street facade of this building which is now 
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in course of erection is designed on tradi- 
tional lines, and an effort has been made by 
the emphasising of horizontal features to re- 
duce the apparent height of the structure on 
a restricted frontage. The arcaded treatment 
of the ground floor and the entablature and 
rusticated stonework are executed in Port- 
land stone. Small multi-coloured facing 
bricks are employed for the main walling 
with Portland stone window dressings and 
main and attic cornices. The roof is to be 
covered with Lombardic tiles, and the tower 
is to be constructed of Portland stone, in- 
cluding the dome. Metal windows are to 
be employed. 

The following accommodation is provided : 

Baths and Wash-house.—A first-class swim- 
ming bath, 100 ft. by 35ft., having a minimum 
depth of 10 ft. at one end, and seating ac- 
commodation for 600 persons planned on the 
amphitheatre system. Provision has been 
made for 56 dressing-boxes of the folding 
type and for soap-bath, shower-bath, and 
lavatory accommodation. 

A second-class swimming bath with ‘a 
water area of 60ft. by Wft., and provision 
for 32 dressing-boxes, a large soap-bath 
(12 ft. by 8ft.), four shower-baths, and 
lavatory accommodation. 

34 men’s first-class slipper baths placed on 
the second floor south of the first-class swim- 
ming bath, arranged as a self-contained suite, 
and comprising a spacious waiting room, 
attendant’s room, towel store, etc. 

34 men’s second-class slipper baths placed 
on the third floor immediately above the 
men’s first-class slipper baths and similarly 
arranged. 

12 women’s first-class slipper baths placed 
on the first floor of the Marshall-street front 
and similarly arranged. 

women’s second-class slipper baths 
placed on the second and third floors of the 
Marshall-street front and similarly arranged.

Oin. by 22ft., top-lighted, and fitted 
with spacious folding tables, a small office 
for the matron, and public cloak-room; and 
the public wash-house, also top-lighted and 
fitted with drying horses, washing compart- 
ments and washing machines, two rinsing 
troughs, and four hydro-extractors. 

Accommodation is also provided for filtra- 
tion plant, residence for the baths’ engineer, 
maternity and child welfare centre, rate- 
collector’s office, Highways Department 
(Dufour-place), administrative and other ac- 
commodation on the basement and ground 
floors. 

Messrs. Bovis, Ltd., are the builders, and 
Messrs. A. W. S. & K. M. B. Cross, of 45 
and 46, New Bond-street, W.1, are the 
architects.

Claridge’s Hotel New Entrance. 

The old front of this hotel had an entrance 
which was set back to allow carriages to enter 
in, and it was decided to bring the front right 
on to Brook-street. The shelter outside was re- 
planned, and also the basement, the reception 
and inquiry offices inside on the ground floor, 
and this meant that some of the decorative 
work had to be replanned. To alter the 
entrance front involved the adding of sup- 
ports to the hotel, and the shoring and steel- 
work necessary were very considerable. The 
exterior is of Roman stone and Belgian 
marble, and the metal work is gilded; and 
a general effect of colour has been introduced 
in the windows and doors. The terminal pots 
are of black marble, with the lowers in gilt 
and colour. The shelter itself has a lead 
front which is ornamental.

Rating Relief Simply Explained. By J.

This little yolume, which consists of some 
4 pages, including an index, is a practical 
and not too technical guide to the Rating and 
Valuation (Apportionment) Act, 1928, and we 
do not think we can do better than quote a 

age from the Foreword written by Sir 

Kingsley Wood, with which we are in entire 

agreement : ‘“‘ Mr. Henderson’s booklet does 

not pretend to be an authoritative statement 
of the law; but what it does claim, and justly 
claim to do, is to give, in language which 
every layman can understand, a description 
of the sort of premises which are on the face 
of it entitled to relief, and the process by 
which the relief is to be obtained. It should 
be invaluable to those who are in doubt 
whether, or how, to go to the trouble: of 
making claims, and even the expert will not 
disdain the convenience of having a summary 
of an extremely difficult subject.”” The 
author, in his preface, considers the Act 
as an example of excellent draftsmanship, 
as it is concise and well-arranged, but says 
the Act, from its brevity, is difficult to under- 
stan’, as this has necessitated legislation by 
reference. It is in connection with this legis- 
lation by reference that this guide will be 
found especially useful, as the Statutes re- 
ferred to are brought into line with the sub- 
ject matter of the Act. In the case of Indus- 
trial Hereditaments especially, reference to 
the Factory and Workshop Act, 1901, plays 
an important part, as the definitions con- 
tained in section 149 (as amended by the Fac- 
tory Act, 1907, as regards laundries), have to 
be consulted to understand the Rating and 

Valuation (Apportionment) Act, and this 

leads us to make an observation not really 

relevant to the little work we are noticing, 
but which may be of importance in the future. 

The above definitions in the Factory Acts 

are fairly well understood, and they have 

been the subject of reference in numerous 

Acts of Parliament; but in the Factory Biil, 

introduced in 1924, these definitions were pro- 

posed to be recast, and, as we pointed out at 
the time, some obscurity was introduced. 

When new Factory legislation is introduced, 

we venture to think it will be of extreme im- 

portance that the definitions contained in the 

Act of 1901 shall be retained with as littie 

alteration as possible, especially now that this 

Valuation Act is to some extent founded upon 

them, or confusion will certainly result. Par- 

liament sometimes, when legislating on a 

particular subject, loses sight of the import- 

ance of retaining definitions which, in con- 

Sequence of legislation by reference, may 

form the groundwork of innumerable other 

statutes. 


We have nothing but commendation to ex- 
press about this little treatise, which appears 
fo contain most practical suggestions. For 
instance, on this subject of factories, the 
author points out that as all factories and 
Workshops are registered there should be 
little difficulty in saying what premises come 
Within the Act, and claims should be sub- 
mitted for relief in respect of all registered 
Premises. As regards unregistered premises, 
the author says a claim for registration should 
be made to the Inspector of Factories if the 
occupier thinks the premises should be regis- 
tered as a workshop or factory, for it will be 
4 difficult task to convince the rating autlio- 
tity or the revenue officer that unregistered 
Premises are entitled to relief. 


How a Tree Grows, by Witt1am SomeEr- 
VILLE, D.Sc. (London: Oxford University 
Press). Price 10s. net. 


This volume is at one and the same time 
a treatise and a romance. Treatise in the 
sense that the manner in which a tree comes 
into being and gains maturity is expounded 
definitely and with knowledge—Mr. Somer- 
ville being Professor Emeritus of Rural 
Economy at St. John’s College, Oxford—yet 
the story of the simple evolution of plant 
life that most of us have realised without 
in the least knowing its mechanism, is quite 
fascinating. Quite one of the most interest- 
ing sections of the book is that dealing with 
“The Identification of Timbers.”” The uses 
of special timbers for various trades are 
recorded, with some account of the com- 
position of the wood which renders it suit- 
able for its purpose. 

A minor point of the book is that the 
letterpress is in the form of a continuous 
narrative, divided in sections only by cross- 
headings. This, in our opinion, is a distinct 
advantage, in that it gives the book.the ap- 
pearance of a narrative, rather than that of 
a text-book. It is illustrated throughout by 
some 112 plates of trees, sections of timber, 
etc., by Miss Helen Bancroft, D.Se., which 
in themselves constitute a valuable feature.

Price 30s. 

The first edition of this work appeared in 
1883, that is, eight years after the then Local 
Government Board issued their first model 
series of by-laws for the purposes of the 
Public Health Act, 1875. By 1905 the work 
had reached its seventh edition (which was 
prepared by the late Mr. W. A. Casson), a 
fact which speaks for itself and which is 
ample justification for the task undertaken 
by the present editor of supplying, after a 
lapse of some 23 years, a new edition of 
a volume with this record behind it. Since 
the last edition appeared by-laws in each suc- 
ceeding year have come to play a more im- 
portant part, and the Ministry of Health, 
especially of late years, have made strenuous 
efforts by issuing model forms at short inter- 
vals to keep them up to date. Great pro- 
ress has also been made by local authorities 
in bringing their by-laws up to date. The 
history of this movement will be found in a 
Memorandum of the Ministry printed on 
page 210 of this volume. 


A list of the model by-laws and regulations 
issued by the Ministry will be found on page 
299 of this volume, and as the editor ea- 
plains in his preface, he has had to make 
some selection for inclusion in this volume ; 
but the reader will be able to see at a 
glance the scope of this work by comparing 
the above table with the table of contents 
at page xi. 

The editor states in his preface that in pre- 
paring this volume, as a city engineer he has 
had in mind primarily the needs of his pro- 
fessional colleagues, but that he has also en- 
deavoured to provide a book which may be 
useful to much more extended circles, and he 
instances town clerks and other officials of 
local authorities, the members of local autho- 
rities and their committees, architects, 


builders, and also the general public. 


The mere collection of a series of by-laws 
such as this in one volume would be of 
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service in itself even were the by-.aws un 
annotated, but the notes supplied add 

to the value of the work, and the inclusion 
of certain circulars and memoranda of the 
Ministry in some of the appendices should 
also prove useful. Further, thirty-three 
diagrams, illustrating certain by-laws, are in- 
cluded at the end of the volume. 

In printing the intermediate series of by- 
laws with respect to new streets and build- 
ings, and the rural series with respect to new 
buildings and certain matters in connection 
with buildings, the editor has adopted a 
method not followed in the previous editions, 
that is, clauses which follow identically those 
in the urban model are not set out in full 
but only a reference is given, and this will, 
we think, prove acceptable to the reader, as 
w:th comparatively little trouble the distinc- 
tions between the different series can thus be 
ascertained, 

There is a table of the cases referred to in 
the notes and also an index. The volume is 
well printed, and we should think it should 
preve as practical and useful as its predeces- 
sors, if not more so. 


Redman’s Law of Landlord and Tenant, 
including the Practice of Hj2:tment and 
dient Hestrictions.

This little volume is a supplement to that 
well-known and valued standard work, 
‘*Redman’s Law of Landlord and Tenant,”’ 
the learned author of which, Mr. J. H. Red- 
man, to the great loss of the legal profession 
and many others has recently died. The 
volume is divided into three parts. The first 
part contains notes prefaced by the page 
numbers of the eighth edition of the stan- 
dard work which will enable readers of that 
work .easily to see the necessary material to 
bring that edition right up to date, and this 
supplement to a volume, which for so long 
a period has formed a feature in the libraries 
of most lawyers, will be welcomed, as it con- 
tinues the active life of a work which has 
long been relied upon as a trusty friend. 

The second part consists of the text of 
the Landlord and Tenant ‘Act, 1927, each 
section being annotated, whilst the third part 
contains the Statutory Orders and Rules 
made under that Act. This second part 
appears to consist of a reproduction verbatim 
of that portion of Mr. J. C. Arnold’s recent 
work on ‘the Landlord and Tenant Act, 
which represented the text of the Act with 
notes. So exact is the reproduction that on 
page 96 we were puzzled under the head- 
ing ‘“‘ Towards Freedom of Disposition,”’ to 
find a reference to the ‘‘ introduction,” as 
this volume contains no “introduction,” 
until we found thiat this must have been acci- 
denitially left in the text, as it refers to the 
introduction in Mr, Arnold’s work, which 
formed an important part of that volume, 
We have already noticed Mr. Arnold’s work 
favourably, and it has had time to speak for 
itself, so we need only refer to this volume 
so far as it affects Mr. Redman’s work. The 
notes relating to this appear to bring the 
subject well up to date, but we regret that 
the authors in this supplement appear to 
have confined the Table of Cases to cases 
cited in connection with the notes relating to 
that work and have not included those cases 
they cite under the Landlord and Tenant Act. 
We cannot but feel that the value of this 
supplement would have been enhanced if 
those cases had either been included in the 
table of cases at the commencement of the 
volume or given in a separate table. 

Those possessed of Mr. ‘Arnold’s work will 
not feel this omission. as the cases referred 
to under the Landlord and Tenant Act are 
there tabled, and we may add that this 
volume contains the . Statutory Orders and 
Rules which were not in existence at the time 
Mr. Arnold published his work. 
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THE GOVERNMENT’S RELATIONS WITH 
ARCHITECTURE 


Srr,—The subject discussed under this 
heading in the fast issue of your journal 
appears to us to be one of great importance 
to the welfare of the younger members of 
the architectural profession, and although, 
as you point out, the reference to what is 
known as “‘ official’’ architecture recently 
made by the Marquess of Londonderry covers 
no new ground, we hope that, with the assis- 
tance of The Builder, a vigorous effort will 
be made by architects to bring about the 
adoption of a higher standard of design in 
the erection of future Government buildings. 

As stated by the First Commissioner of 
Works, the method hitherto adopted by the 
Government to obtain a suitable design for 
a public building falls under one or the 
other of the following heads: (1) by open 
competition, (2) by limited competition, (3) 
by the employment of an official architectural 
staff. 

It would not be a very difficult matter to 
produce convincing evidence of the failure, 
on many occasions, of any or all of these 
methods of obtaining a suitable design for 
building from a competent 
architect. Indeed, as to (1) and (2), the 
futile results of a large number of competi- 
tions, both open and limited, are known to 
most of us, while with regard to (3), the 
injustice to the profession in general caused 
by the adoption of the present monopoly, 
or partial monopoly, in the design of Govern- 
ment buildings is well dealt with in the 
letter from an architect correspondent which 
you quote at some length in the concluding 
paragraph of your article. 

Whilst in the main we fully concur with 
the general trend of your protest, we do not 
agree with you that we can scarcely “* expect 
our Government to recognise architecture and 
architects as the French do.’’ Why not? 
We, on the contrary, think that if, for 
some occult reason, it is considered necessary 
by future Governments to continue to select 
as architects for important buildings those 
of the profession who do not possess the 
highest qualifications for the work they are 
called upon to produce, then Government 
support should be forthcoming in the forma- 
tion of special courses of training in the 
design of classified buildings at the various 
schools of architecture throughout the king- 
dom These special courses of training 
would be instituted with the object of en- 
abling young architects to obtain certificates 
of proficiency in the design and construction 
of special buildings prior to taking up 
appointments in the various departments of 
the Government requiring the services of an 
official architectural staff.

Upon reflection, however, several im- 
portant pointe appear to call for comment. 
In the first place, no figures are to hand 
upon which to base a comparison between 
work as designed by a Government’s depart- 
ment and that entrusted to a_ private 
practitioner. It has been said that Govern- 
ment architectural departments are apt to 
work extravagantly, and I have heard that 
in Australia the Government costs of pre- 
paring plans and supervising work—ordi- 
nary architectural service—are a much 
higher percentage than the fees which would 
be due to a private practitioner. This is 
merely hearsay; but proved economy would 
be a sine qua non in supporting the case 
for official architecture. 

The second point borders on political 
issues. It is concerned with the fact that 
Government activities in the professional 


sense border closely on the question of the 
Government acting as an active business 
concern in many branches. In Soviet 
Russia we have an example of this activity 
on a general scale. It is interesting to see 
what is surely the thin end of this par- 
ticular wedge appearing under the egis of a 
‘'anservative Government. The policy is 
one which is more generally associated with 
another party. 


The third poimt is still more vital. 
tinvernment, acting as a business or pro- 
fessional concern, is a rival to private 


It is supported by the taxpayer, 
competes with a section of the 
community, This competition is apt to be 
unfair and discouraging, for the Govern- 
ment has practically every advantage on 
its side. At the same time, officialdom, as 
far as architecture is concerned, is dependent 
upon the general body of the profession for 
its recruits, since there is no official train- 
ing school for State architectural service. 
If, therefore, by depriving «he private 
practitioner of the opportunity of dealing 
with major architectural problems—such as 
large public buildings—the Government 
lowers the standard of private practice, it 
will eventtally be defeating its own ends, 
since the quality of recruits for Government 
posts will gradually deteriorate. For the 
moment the policy of eliminating the private 
practitioner may appear sound; but in tthe 
future it will be a case of killing the goose 
that lays the golden eggs. 

It is doubtful whether, even at the present 
time, the comparative security of Govern- 
ment employment attracts the best type of 
architect, not to mention the danger of the 
machinery of officialdom yradually stifling 
the artistic initiative of even mediocre 
recrults. 

I personally believe that the promotion of 
official architecture on a large scale is a 
thoroughly unsound policy, a capital levy 
upon the profession, and I hope that our 
Institute will make this important question 
a subject for the most profound considera- 
tion now that it has once again been raised.

The late Mr. Frank Brown. 


‘lhe death is announced, at the age of 
70 years, of Mr. Frank Brown, A.R.1,B.A., 
of Ipswich. He was educated at Ipswich 
School, under Dr. Holden, and in 1875 made 
the School record for the 100 yards. After 
leaving school he was articled to the late 
Mr, Brightwen Binyon, A.R.1.B.A. He 
subsequently spent some years during the 
erection of-the Law Courts in the office of 
Mr. George Edmund Street, R.A. Later he 
commenced practice as an architect in 
Ipswich, in partnership with the late Mr 
John Shewell Corder. 

After a time he became interested in the 
resuscitation of English silk weaving, and 
in conjunction with fr. Luther Hooper 
started a silk weaving factory in Ipswich 
This did not prove very successfu], and in 
1898 Mr. Brown again took up his profession, 
this time in partnership with Mr. George H. 
Burgess, and since then the business has 
been carried on in association with Mr. 
A. W. Field. Mr. Brown was, as a matter 
of fact, working at the office up to three 
weeks ago. For many years Mr. Brown held 
an appointment as Diocesan Surveyor until 
1926, when he was obliged, owing to failing 
health, to give it up. 

He gave active support in the interest of 
art to archeological affairs. In the early 
days of the Ipswich Art Club he was an 
enthusiastic supporter of it, becoming its 
hon. secretary, and gave considerable help 
in the raising of the fund for the erection 
of the Art Gallery. 
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THE POWERS OF THE 
ARCHITECT—XIII

EXTENSION OF TIME FOR 
COMPLETION. 


Amoncst other powers of the architect, 
given by most building contracts, is the 
power to extend the time allowed for com. 
pletion of the work; the most proable 
circumstances in which the power would be 
exercised arising when the employer has for 
any reason hindered or delayed the contrac. 
tor in his work. 

If the employer causes delay, and the con. 
tractor does not give the architect power to 
extend the time, then if the employer js 
responsible for such delay and _ stil) ep. 
deavours to enforce the penalty clause, the 
contractor is entitled to claim not only an 
extension of time but damages in addition, 
Hence it is in the interests of the employer 
to empower the architect to fix the length 
of extension, so avoiding litigation or arbi 
tration if these circumstances arise. 

The architect should regard it as his pro- 
fessional duty to avoid any cause for delay 
either by the employer personally, or by his 
own act as agent. Also he should judge the 
contractor’s pace carefully and endeavour 
that the work should progress at a satisfac 
tory rate throughout the whole time, always 
keeping the date of completion in view. © 

Some of the most common causes of delay 
from the employer’s side are—failure or in- 
ability to give immediate possession of the 
site, having neglected to obtain the necessary 
approval of the local or other authorities 
whose rights are involved, failure to provide 
the contractor with the necessary contract 
documents, drawings, details, etc., the intro- 
duction of variations during progress of the 
work, involving additions and omissions and 
the consequent necessity for ‘‘ extras.”’ 

Further, the architect may be given power 
to extend the completion period in the 
interests of the contractor when the latter 
has been unable to obtain material, or if 
strikes, bad weather, etc., have intervened 
to make punctual completion impossible 

If there is no clause giving the architect 
this power then the contractor may be re- 
quired to complete by the date named in 
the contract, or, alternatively, on failure to 
do so, he must pay the liquidated damages 
as stated in the penalty clause. 


Penalties Waived. 


Once the date named for completion has 
ceased to be applicable, the employer has 
no longer any right to recover liquidated 
damages; that is, stipulations of the penalty 
clause are waived also. 

In Dodd v. Churton (1897), 1 Q.B. 562, 
the building contract provided that the 
works were to be completed by a certain 
day, and, in default of such completion, the 
contractor became liable to pay liquidated 


damages. There was also a provision for 
the ordering of ‘‘extras’’ to the contract 
It was held that when additional work is 


ordered which necessarily delays the com- 
pletion of the works, a contractor is exoner- 
ated from liability to pay the liquidated 
damages, unless by the terms of the con- 
tract he has agreed that, whatever additional 
work may be ordered, he will nevertheless 
complete the works within the time originally 
limited by the contract. 

If a contractor abandons a contract and 
the employer treats the abandonment as 4 
recission of the contract, he cannot claim 
liquidated damages for delay; the contract 
is at an end, but the full amount of the 
retention money is forfeited by the contrac 
tor; and it is further open to the employer 
to recover unliquidated damages for breach 
of contract.

THE CITYS ANCIENT 
MONUMENTS 


The Royal Commission on the Ancient and 
Historical Monuments and Constructions of 
England has published its 12th interim re- 
port, in which it deals with the ancient 
monuments of the City of London. (Cmd 
3329, price 2d.) The report, which is the 
fourth on the monuments in the County of 
London, deals with 216 monuments in eight 
wards, and following the usual practice an 
illustrated volume dealing with them will 
be issued separately as a non-Parliamentary 
publication, The Commission records its 
emphatic opinion that all the surviving 
buildings, both secular and ecclesiastical, 
designed by Sir Christopher Wren are of 
signal importance to the architectural his- 
tory of the City and the county. They are 
all included in the schedule with other 
buildings of outstanding value recommended 
as most worthy of preservation. 

The buildings, other than those designed 
or reconstructed by Wren, scheduled for 
preservation are: The churches of St. 
Andrew Undershaft, St. Katharine Cree, St. 
Ethelburga, St. Helen, St. Giles, Cripple- 
gate, St. Bartholomew the Great, Temple 
Church of St. Mary, All Hallows Barking, 
Synagogue of the Spanish and Portuguese 
Jews, and the Dutch Church, Austin Friars. 
The secular buildings are Girdlers’ Hall, 
Merchant Taylors’ Hall, College of Arms, 
(juildhall, Mercers’ Hall, Brewers’ Hall, 
Barbers’ Hall, Stationers’ Hall, Inner 
Temple Chambers in King’s Bench Walk, 
Middle Temple (Hall, Gatehouse and 
Chambers in the Cloister, Pump Court, and 
Lamb Building), Barnard’s Inn Hall, St. 
Bartholomew's Hospital, No. 17, Fleet- 
street, No. 17, Gough-square (Dr. Johnson’s 
house), No. 10, Neville’scourt, No. 34, 
Great Tower-street, and Vintners’ Hall. 
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Memorial to the Missing. Louverval British 

Cemetery. 

The site of this memorial is on the north 
side of the Baupaume-Cambrai road. The 
land on the east corner of the site, which is 
some 12ft. above the cemetery, is utilised 
for the memorial to the missing of the battle 
of Cambrai, 1917, and for the entrance to the 
cemetery and memorial. The entrance is 
through an arched loggia. Opposite is a 
hemicycle containing the names of those 7,000 
dead who have no known grave. In the re- 
cess so formed is placed the great War stone 
so that from the main road the stone and 
loggia behind containing the names form a 
composition within the arched entrance. 
Steps lead down to the graves from the en- 
trance forecourt. The great Cross is placed 
on the level of the cemetery. The follow- 
ing inscription appears left and right of the 
entrance :— 

“To the Glory of God and to the endur- 
ing Memory of 7,048 officers and men of 
the Forces of the British Empire who fell 
at the Battle of Cambrai, 20th Nov.—3rd 
Dec., 1917, but who have no known grave. 
Their names are here recorded.” 

On the walls flanking the hemicycle are 
reliefs by Mr. Charles S. Jagger, A.R.A. 
The architect is Mr. H. Chalton Bradshaw, 
F.R.1.B.A. - 


House at Abadan, Persia. 

This house, one of a group of three, was 
erected by the_Anglo-Persian Oil Co., to ac- 
commodate senior members of their com- 
pany’s staff at the refinery in Abadan, Persia. 
The stringent limit — by the local mate 
rials and conditions has naturally governed 
the design, and no attempt has been made 
either to revive the comatose, +f not dead, 
architecture of Persia or to impose upon the 
East the domestic architecture of the West. 
The building material is the local flat tile or 
brick, with teak woodwork and metal win- 
dows of Messrs. Crittall’s standard pattern 
The floors and fiat roof are of steel and cen- 
crete. The sanitary and drainage fittings 
were supplied by the Leeds Fireclay Co. 

Mr. J. M. Wilson, A.R.1.B.A., is the 


architect. 


Sports Pavilion, Hitchin. 

The Bancroft Recreation Ground in which 
this pavilion stands was opened to the public 
by Mr. Hugh Exton Seebohm, J.P., treasurer 
to the Hertfordshire Playing Fields Associa- 
tion, on Whit Monday. The plan provides 
the usual accommodation required by this 
class of building, and the architect, Mr. 
George J. Skipper, F.R.1.B.A., of London 
and Norwich, has endeavoured to adhere to 
the character of the old work in this his- 
toric and extremely interesting old town. 
Mr. Fred Pettengell, of Letchworth, was the 
builder. 


Christ’s Hospital, Hertford. 

The additional accommodation at Christ’s 
Hospital Girls’ School has involved altera- 
tions to three of the principal blocks of 
school buildings, viz., the Bcience Block, Class- 
rooms and the Old Ward, the latter one of 
the early eighteenth-century buildings. A 
story has been added to each of the former, 
and internal alterations made in the Old 
Ward. The object in view, which has been 
achieved, is the concentration under one roof 
of all the form classrooms and the art room, 
and the comprehensive arrangement of 
laboratories and domestic science rooms in 
what is now the science block. The physics, 
chemistry, botany, and biology laboratories 
are now together in the north wing, and in 
the south wing are placed the needlework 
and hobbies, the cookery school, the laundry, 
and the model working flat. : 

The laboratories are fitted and equipped 
with a view not only to present needs but 
to future developments in scientific training ; 
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and in the cookery school the most modern 
electrical, gas and coal cooking apparatus is 
provided. In addition to experimental benches 
each student in cookery has a separate and 
specially designed working table fitted with 
gas ring, etc., and provided with a complete 
set of cooking utensils. 

The laundry is fitted with electric and gas 
appliances for ironing, drying, etc., and the 
working flat is intended for the occupation 
of students who during a certain period of 
residence will ‘‘run the flat ’’ as a practical 
experiment in housekeeping, purchasing 
stores, cooking meals, cleaning, making and 
mending, keeping accounts, and performing 
all the duties that fall to the lot of a house- 
wife. In the flat kitchen a ‘“‘ Mrs. Sam”’ 
cooker is fitted so that those students who 
may make their future homes overseas may 
be familiar with the simple type of cooking 
apparatus which is in pth use in the 
more distant dependencies of the Empire. 

The Old Ward, which formerly housed the 
cookery school, has now been adapted for a 
new staff common room and for music 
practice rooms. The exterior of this charm- 
ing building has been left undisturbed. The 
whole of the work has been carried out from 
the designs and under the supervision of 
Mr. Sydney Tatchell, F.R.I.B.A., the Sur- 
veyor of Christ’s Hospital, and executed by 
Messrs. Henry Norris & Son, of Hertford, 
who also made the special tables and benches 
in the cookery and laundry rooms. The fol- 
lowing were sub-contractors :—The Educa- 
tional Supply Association, laboratory benches 
and fittings; Baird & Tatlock, laboratory 
apparatus and equipment; Hertford Gas 
Co., gas cookers and special gas apparatus ; 
Staines Kitchen Equipment Co., Ltd., kit- 
chen —— and utensils; Heal & Son, 
Ltd., furniture, carpets and china in the 
model working flat as well as curtains, car- 
pets and furniture in the staff common room ; 
‘‘ Easiwork,”’ Ltd., dresser in flat.. Jacob, 
White & Co., Ltd., were the electrical engi- 
neers, who, in addition to the light and 
power installation, supplied and fitted the 
special electrical appliances to the laboratory 
benches; Durbin & Sons, sanitary and heat- 
ing engineers; Martin Van Straaten, wall 
tiling; and Mather & Platt, Ltd., hand-fire 


appliances and extincteurs.

We have pleasure in calling attention to 
the latest issue of the journal of this 
society, which, within the scope defined for 
itself, is full of interest, and well sustains 
the distinction of form and content with 
which it started. So it is a pleasure to turn 
over its well-illustrated pages and its accom- 
panying literary matter, full of interest to 
the archeologist and student of glass. It is 
true we are moving chiefly in the past, and 
the modern life spirit moves but little with- 
in it, yet there is a pleasure in lingering 
over old things, though their form and inter- 
pretations no longer serve us.

Cement or Lime Mortar? 
[Reprty to “‘ Forp-Jongs,’’ May 17.] 


Sin,—Preference should be given to cement 
mortar for a 9-in. wall in a steel-framed fac- 
tory. Practical experience has shown me that 
lime mortar when used in panels between 
steelwork and where heavy vibration occurs 
will leave the bricks. A direct crack will not 
occur, but the vibration causes chafing of 
bricks on the mortar, and this continual rub- 
bing leaves the brickwork loose. The weather 
then enters and the mortar soon deteriorates 
and is a continual source of trouble to the 
owner. Compo gauged 3 to 1 with joints 
struck as the work proceeds will not crack 
under vibration.

S1r,—The enclosed plan shows small altera- 
tions to a house at the back, an old un- 
screened closet having been removed from 
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the scullery and a new one put in, entered 
from the yard, as shown. An old copper was 
removed to make room for it, and a 4} in. 

A new 
gas boiler was provided in place of copper, 
and what was about a 9ft. 6in. single-pane 
light to scullery has been superseded by a 
2ft. by 1ft. 9in. window. A new manhole 
collecting drainage was fixed in the yard. 
The removal of the inside closet gives to 
the tenant a proper scullery. The work was 
done under a notice served by the sanitary 
inspector. The owner is charging the tenant 
an increased rental for improving the pro- 
perty. The tenant refuses to pay, saying the 
work is repairs only.

A HISTORY OF 
ARCHITECTURE" 

This volume is a reprint of the 1925 edition 
of a well-known American handbook, with the 
addition of a chapter on contemporary archi- 
tecture and some little extension of the very 
useful bibliographies. There are also some 
variations of minor importance in the chapter 
on Far Eastern architecture. It is one of a 
considerable number of short surveys which 
we have of the architecture of all ages and 
countries, undoubtedly useful text-books for 
beginners, and probawly giving the outside 
public what it wants and is able to digest, 
But it seems a little doubtful if such books 
really deserve the title of histories which 
they all claim. They cannot do very much 
more than describe and illustrate the prinei- 
pal monuments. History, if it is to be of 
any use, Must eXamine causes as well as re 
sults. We can learn nothing of value from 
the past if we are only presented with the 
latter. In the case of architectural history 
we want to know all we can of the many 
and various conditions that have caused 
buildings to assume certain shapes and ap- 
pearances. The author of this book says in 
his introduction that ‘‘style”’ is the result 
of ‘‘ intellectual, moral, social, religious, and 
even political conditions’’—he might have 
added climatic and one or two others. But 
in an octavo volume of less than five hundred 
pages of readable print and many illustra- 
tions the author was naturally unable to do 
more than sometimes indicate in general 
terms a main condition affecting the group 
of monuments he was describing. His is an 
excellent little handbook; but history seems 
a rather ambitious title for it, as for other 
works of the same class.

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LAW REPORTS 


Kive’s_Bencn Drvisionat Court. 


(The Lord Chief Justice and Justices 
Avory and Swift.) 


sSwAN & er. enemas WITH 


ON May 17 the Court delivered a judgment 
discharging rules nisi for writs of certio- 
rari and mandamus that had been obtained 
by Swan & Edgar (1927), Ltd., of Piccadilly- 
areas, London, W., against the L.C.C. 

The rule nist for certiorari was one calling 
on the L.C.C. to bring up an order made by 
the Council so as to have it quashed in so 
far as it imposed restrictions on the use of 
Messrs. Swan & Edgar’s premises by pro- 
hibiting them from using the top floor of 
the building. The rule nisi for the manda- 
mus called on the Council to show cause 
why a writ should not issue directing them 
to hear and determine the company’s appli- 
ation to strike out a condition that the 
top floor should not be used or occupied 
having regard to the consent which they had 
given to the erection of the building. 

It was stated during the arguments that 
the total cost of the building was £620,000, 
and the cost of the fifth floor, of which the 
writ occupation was prohibited, was £43,000. 

The Lord Chief Justice, who read the 
judginent of the Court, said the condition 
in question was as follows :—‘‘ That with 
the exception of the Midland Bank rooms no 
portion of the fifth floor shall be used or 
oecupied.’’ 

The grounds on which the rule was sought 
were :-— 

(1) That the building was at all material 
times vested in and in the occupation of the 
Crown and exempted from the provisions of 
the London Building Act. 

(2) That the condition was not a proper 
arrangement for lessening, so far as reason- 
ably practicable, danger from fire. 


(3) That it was not a condition relating to 
the subject matter of the said consent. 


(4) That in any event the condition was 
not binding on the new company, Swan & 
Edgar (1927), Ltd. 

(5) That as the L.C.C. had consented that 
the building should be of a height of 100 ft. 
above pavement level or thereabouts, the 
condition was not a proper condition to 
attach in any judicial exercise of their dis- 
cretion. 

The predecessors of the applicant company 
had carried on business on the same site or 
part of it since 1813. 


The condition referred to was contained in 
a document dated February 1, 1926, which 
came into existence in consequence of a re- 
quest by Swan & Edgar, Ltd., for the con- 
sent of the L.C.C. to the erection of a 
building to exceed in extent 250,000 cubic 
feet —- to certain conditions therein set 
out, including the condition referred to in 
the rules. t was important to ascertain 
precisely what the position was at that time. 
It was made clear by an agreement dated 
December 24, 1924, made between His 
Majesty the King of the first part, the Com- 
missioners of Woods and Forests on behalf 
of the King of the second part, and Swan 
& Edgar, Ltd., of the third part. The 
agreement recited that the company desired 
to pull down all the buildings ion standing 
on the island site and to erect a new build- 
ing, and that the company had agreed to 
surrender all its rights under a former agree- 
ment and to enter into a new agreement. 
The company agreed that before beginning 
to pull down any of the existing buildings it 
would submit plans and take all necessary 
steps to obtain the certificate of the district 
surveyor in accordance with section 43 (1) 
of the London Building Act, 1894. The 
company further agreed to set out the new 
building to the approval of the Crown sur- 
veyor and of the L.C.C. and the Westminster 
City Council and to erect the new building 
in conformity with the provisions of the 
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London Building Acts and other relative 
Acts and the L.C.C. regulations and by-laws. 

The new buildin were not completed 
until April 23, 1927, which was about two 
months after the registration of the new 
company. The lease was dated May 12, 1927, 
though the term began from January 5, 
1925. The correspondence showed that re- 
peated applications were made to the L.C.C. 
for the annulment or waiving of the condi- 
tion on which alone the consent of the 
Council had been granted. 

In the course of the argument the point 
had been taken by the L.C.C. that the 
application for the writ was out of time. 
The Court reversed judgment on that pre- 
liminary objection until it had heard the 
whole argument. Having heard it the Court 
did not think there was any sufficient excuse 
for the delay since February 1, 1926, in 
— the application, nor was there any 
ground for saying that any order was made 
at a subsequent date which could be treated 
as the subject of the application. It was 
apparent on examination of the facts and 
the arguments as a whole that if the time 
were extended the applicants ought to take 
nothing by the rule nisi. 

With regard to the first ground stated in 
the rule, section 212 of the London Building 
Act, 1894, did exempt from so much of the 
provisions of the Act as related to buildings 
and structures ‘‘ every building, structure or 
work vested in and in the occupation of His 
Majesty, his heirs and successors, either 
beneficially or as part of the hereditary 
revenues of the Crown, or in trust for the 
public services or for public services,” 
and also any building, structure or work 
vested in and in the occupation of any 
department of His Majesty’s Government 
or of the Metropolitan Police or of the 
trustees of the British Museum for 
public purposes or for the public services. 
But it could not be contended that the build- 
ing with which the Court was now con- 
cerned was at any material time in the 
occupation of His Majesty or of any depart- 
ment of His Majesty’s Government. On 
the contrary, the company was at all material 
times in occupation and for the purposes of 
rebuilding expressly contracted with the 
Crown that the new building should comply 
with the requirements of the L.C.C. 


With regard to grounds 2 and 3 in the 
rule it was easy enough to say that the 
building was one which came within section 
19 of the London County Council (General 
Powers) Act, 1908. In other words, it ex- 
tended to more than 250,000 cubic feet, and 
it was not divided by division walls in such 
manner that no division or part of it ex- 
tended to more than 250,000 cubic feet. It 
was apparent that under that section the ap- 
proval of the chief officer of the Fire Brigade 
was required for obvious reasons, and in the 
opinion of the Court those who were to be 
satisfied that proper arrangements had been, 
or would be, maintained for lessening danger 
from fire might properly have regard to the 
manner in which and the purposes for which 
a building was to be used, and might insert 
as a condition of their consent on restric- 
tions of such user to lessen danger from fire. 

With regard to the fourth ground—namely, 
that in any event the condition was not bind- 
ing on the new company, the evidence made 
it clear that the new company took over the 
building with the condition annexed to it. 

As to the last of the five grounds men- 
tioned in the rule the Court came to the 
conclusion that the consent of the Council 
to a height of the building’ exceeding 100 ft. 
did not limit or impair the jurisdiction of 
the Council under sect. 17 of the 1908 Act. 

The application for a writ of mandamus 
for the reasons given in dealing with the 
application for certiorari was out of time. 
Siiceseen, the writ of mandamus was dis- 
cretionary and no sufficient reason had been 
suggested for interference with the discretion 
exercised by the London County Council. 

Each of the rules would be discharged 
with costs.

POSSESSION OF OXFORD-STREET 
PREMISES. 


“..' this — the defendant, Mrs. Susan 
rder, ed from a judgment of Mr. 
Justice eckinate in the King’s Bench 
Division, and there was a cross-appeal by 
the plaintiffs from the same judgment. The 
action concerned No. 1, Oxford-street, Lon- 
don, in respect of which City Tailors, Ltd., 
were the holders of the residue of a lease 
for 80 years made on July 11, 1888, at £150 
a year, and they brought the action claiming 
— of the premises and also damages 
or trespass or wrongful possession. 


It appeared that the plaintiffs, City Tailors, 
Ltd., purchased the residue of the lease in 
December, 1923, subject to an underlease 
for 21 years from June 24, 1906, at £400 a 
year. In 1914 the defendant, Rogers, a 
dentist, became tenant for 3 years of two 
rooms on the second floor from the husband 
of the defendant, Barder, and at the end of 
the period he remained on as a quarterly 
tenant. On June 24, 1927, Mrs. Barder, who 
had become trustee under the will of her 
husband, handed over the keys except those 
of ers’s premises, and said that she had, 

iven rs notice to quit, but that he re- 
used to give up possession. By an under- 
lease of May 1b, 1927, City Tailors, Ltd., 
demised the premises to the other plaintiff, 
Mr. Gilbert, for 30 years from June 24, 1927, 
at a premium of £2,000 and a rental of £2,000, 


The defendant Rogers pleaded that the 
plaintiff Gilbert agreed to allow him to re- 
main on in possession as a tenant from year 
to year at £222 a year, but this was denied. 


Mr. Justice Mackinnon held that Rogers 
was a trespasser and Mrs. Barder had inno- 
cently become liable for damages by Rogers’s 
action. If, he said, the landlords had taken 
means to prevent Rogers going in and told 
him that his effects upstairs would be moved 
to whatever address he indicated, the damage 
suffered by Gilbert would have been enor- 
mously diminished. He thought City Tailors 
alone had any cause of action against Mrs. 
Barder, and he awarded them the nominal 
damages of £15 against her, and there would 
be an order for possession with costs. With 
regard to an action against Rogers, the 
learned Judge said Rogers had stayed in the 
premises for two years and the only question 
was the amount of damages he must pay. 
His lordship said he was satisfied that the 
plaintiff Gilbert had suffered substantial 
pecuniary damage because,in addition to los. 
ing a rent (which he, the Judge, estimated 
at £300 a year), it was impossible for him 
to carry out the contemplated rebuilding of 
the shop front and reorganisation of the pre- 
mises. He accordingly entered judgment 
against the defendant Rogers for immediate 
possession and £700 damages with costs. 


From these results Mrs. Barder appealed, and- 
the plaintiffs also cross-appealed. The de- 
fendant Rogers did not appeal. 


At the conclusion of the arguments, their 
lordships dismissed both appeals, holding that 
no ground had been shown that the learned 
Judge was wrong in the circumstances in’ 
having made the order he did as against 
Mrs. Barder or to interfere with the dam 
of £15 awarded against her. They also held 
that the plaintiff's cross-appeal, which was 
brought upon the ground that the damages 
awarded by the Judge against Mrs. Barder 
were inadequate, also failed. 


Lord Justice Scrutton, upon this question, 
said that having regard to the fact that the 
plaintiffs had not.taken the ordinary steps 
of keeping Rogers out of the premises which 
they could have done in order to minimise 
the dam there was no ground for inter- 
fering with the judgment on this point. The 
other members of the Court concurred, and 
both appeals were accordingly dismissed with 
costs.

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THE BUILDING TRADE 


A POINT UNDER THE 
SMALL TENEMENTS 
RECOVERY ACT 
A case of interest to mortgagees was «le- 
cided by a Divisional Court in the case 
Dudley and District Benefit Building Society 
v. Gordon (Weekly Notes April 27). The 
respondent, the owner and occupier in fee 
simple of a certain property, had on May 4, 
192, mortgaged the same to the appellants 
as security for a sum advanced of £180. By 
the mortgage deed it was provided, inter alia, 
that there was a power to enter into posses 
sion or receipt of the rents of the said pro 
perty if the mortgagor had made default for 
three lunar months in paying some instal 
ment subscription, fine or other moneys as 
provided by the deed, or some part thereof. 
The deed also provided that the mortgagor 
attorned to and became the tenant from 
year to year to the Society of the said pro- 
perty or such part thereof as should be in 
the occupation of the mortgagor at the yearly 
rent of 10s., and that if the Society should 
at any time by virtue of these presents or 
of the rules of the Society become entitled 
to enter into possession or receipt of the rents 
of the said property then the Society might 
at any time thereafter, on giving 7 days’ 
notice in writing, determine the tenancy 

thereby created. 


On October 29, 1928, the respondent was 
in default for more than three lunar months 
in paying the subscriptions due under the 
mortgage deed, and under this last clause 
the appellants had determined the tenancy 
by notice given on October 29, requiring him 
to vacate the premises on or before Novem- 
ber 7. -The respondent had not given up 
possession, and on November 28 a statutory 
notice under section 1 of the Small Tenements 
Recovery Act, 1838, was served upon him. 


The justices had found that the annual 
value of the premises was under £20 (the 
rental limit prescribed in the Act, yiz., about 
£13 10s. Od. per annum) and that the rental 
fixed by the deed was 10s. and that the re 
spondent had not shown any reasonable cause 
for not giving up possession and that it was 
a fit case for the issue of an ejectment war 
rant, but they had dismissed the complaint 
because they considered that the Act did 
not give the Court of Summary Jurisdiction 
power to deal with a case where a question 
of title was involved and therefore did not 
apply to a case such as this, where the 
attornment of a mortgagor to the mortgagee 
as tenant only came into operation when 
default had been made in payments under 
the deed. 


From the short note at present available 
the case appears to have turned upon a very 
technical point, as the justices had formed 
their opinion on two cases Friend v. Shaw 
(1887 20 Q.B.D. 374) and Arden v. Boyce 
(1894 1 Q.B. 796) which turned on different 
words in statutes or Orders to those used in 
the Small Tenements Recovery Act. Those 
cases had been decided where the operative 
words were that the tenancy should be deter- 
mined “‘by a legal notice to quit’ or “ by 
notice to quit’’ and nothing more, whereas 
under the Small Tenements Recovery Act 
the words were ‘determined by a legal 
notice to quit or otherwise’’ and as the 
Court held that some meaning must be given 
to the words “or otherwise ” the operation 
of the statute was not so confined and there 
was jurisdiction in the justices to deal with 
this case. 


The case illustrates the highly technical 
rules which still apply to the law of landlord 
and tenant, and it is to be observed that so 
long ago as 1894, when the Court of Appeal 
decided Arden v. Boyce, where the action 
was for forfeiture for non-payment of rent 


and the Court held that the Rule of the 
Supreme Court which practically reproduced 
a section of the Common Law Procedure 
Act 1852, where the summary judgment for 
recovery of land was put in force only ap- 
lied to cases where a tenancy is determined 
- effluxion of time or by the ordinary 
notice to quit which may be given either by 
landlord or tenant, that is to practically un- 
defended cases, where a tenant holds over 
after the expiration of his lease or after the 
expiration of a notice to quit in the cases 
of a tenancy from year to year but not to 
cases of forfeiture, the Court intimated that 
had it not been for the practice established 
in a long line of decisions its decision might 
have been different, 


SANITATION OF 
BUILDINGS * 


Or all the changes that there have been in 
Luilding practice in the last 60 or 70 years, 
the most complete, and without question the 
most important, are those in the sanitary 
arrangements and general hygienic conditions 
of buildings. The condition of affairs within 
the memory of people stili living could 
scarcely be conceived by the average sanitary 
inspector of to-day. To mention but a few 
examples: No one thought of ventilating a 
drain; pipes were commonly jointed with 
clay, through which roots, seeking the mois- 
ture within, penetrated until the pipe was 
filled with an impenetrabie matted mass of 
them. External traps, where they existed at 
all, were brick pits with a slab of stone placed 
vertically for a drip; internal ones and water- 
closet. fittings were leaden pockets, called 
D traps, of such size and shape that they 
quickly became and for ever remained 
abominably foul; other fittings were seldom 
trapped at all. Finally, it was quite possible 
to find a water-closet in a good-class London 
house lighted and ventilated solely from the 
well of the staircase ! 

That the would-be reformers of this state 
of things (The Builder may claim to be re 
membered as a leader among them) met with 
great and prolonged opposition is not sur- 
prising, seeing that nearly every owner of a 
building in the land had—or thought he had 

a vested interest in leaving things as they 
were : for even the moderate reform at first 
asked for was expensive. But this latest 
addition to Mr. Swinson’s books on sanita- 
tion is proof enough, if proof were wanting, 
that the reformers have prevailed to an extent 
that the earlier ones did not dream of. The 
author quotes a wholly bewildering multitude 
of Acts of Parliament and by-laws of local 
authorities that deal drastically with every 
detail that might affect the healthiness of a 
neighbourhood. Among them the builder of 
to-day and the maker of sanitary fittings has 
to tread with the utmost circumspection. For 
persuasion he gives scientific reasons and 
many statistics justifying those laws; and for 
help he gives a number of useful tables, some 
well-drawn plans of special buildings, and 
numerous plans, sections and views of fittings 
and details; in fact, all the information any- 
one can want who has to deal with the sani- 
tation of a building of any class, from a 
cottage te a hospital , 

What is not very common in a book on 
sanitation is the consideration of the question 
of a healthful site: with that, like Vitruvius 
of old, Mr. Swinson begins what he has to 
say, following it up with several chapters on 
the causes, dangers, prevention and cure of 
dampness. Among the dangers he names the 
probable breeding of bacteria, perhaps the 
modern equivalent for Vitruvius’s marsh 
beasts.

UNIVERSITY DEGREE 
COURSES 1n BUILDING 

Untversity Degree Courses in Building 
have been instituted at the University College 
of South Wales and Monmouthshire, Cardiff, 
to commence next session. As is well known, 
there has been for some time a growing fee} 
ing in the industry that it should receive the 
recognition of the Universities, just as co the 
other professions—for example, engineering 
Much excellent work in building is being done 
at the present time at the Technical Colleges 
ull over the country, but the aim of a Univer 
sity course is somewhat wider: fundamental 


principles are more fully dealt with, and it 
is for this reason that, as a basis, a sound 
general education is required, and before 


undertaking such a course, students should at 
least have reached the University matricula 
tion standard. 

Most attention will be paid in the courses 
mentioned above to :— 

(1) The scientific study of the properties, 
etc., of building materials and modern research 
results—a study which involves a good know. 
ledge of chemistry—particularly physical 
chemistry—geology, etc. 

(2) The theory of construction which in 
volves a good knowledge of mathematics (par 
ticularly calculus) and what is usually termed 
“ strength of materials ”’; also the theory and 
design of structures, specially applied to 
building work. 

(3) Building practice—setting-out, heating, 
lighting, ventilation, sanitation, quantities, 
etc. 

Obviously everyone who enters the build- 
ing industry is not fitted to undertake a 
university course : such a course is intended 
mainly for those who will occupy the higher 
and more responsible positions in the industry, 
just as is the case in the other professions. 

The courses are being instituted in the de- 
partment of engineering, under the direction 
of Professor W. Norman Thomas, M.A., 
D.Phil., A.R.I.B.A., etc., and they will 
enable students to take the degree of B.Sc. 
(Wales) in building, at the University College 
of South Wales and Monmouthshire, Cardiff. 
These are the first University Degree Courses 
in Building in the country, and they mark 
an important step towards the raising of the 
status of the building profession to the posi 
tion which it merits. The normal course for 
the Pass Degree of B.Sc. (Wales) in building 
would occupy three years. For the Honours 
Degree a further year would be spent upon 
specialised work.

MODERN SYSTEMS OF ELECTRICAL 


INSTALLATION 


Tu following extracts are from a lecture given 
by Mr. Frederic H. Taylor, Assoc.M.Inst.E.E., 
Assoc.M.Inst.M.E., before the Incorporated 
Clerks of Works Association of Great Britain. 

The electrical installation of a modern build- 
ing (said Mr. Taylor), is an item in its equipment 
which calls for every possible care, both in the 
design and the carrying out—if efficiency and 
reasonable safety are to result, and although 
much may depend on the system selected, 
even More may depend upon its application. 
In using the word “systems,” I refer particu- 
larly to the installing of the actual conductors. 
From experimental days up to the present time 
practice with but little exception has been 
steadily in the direction of (a) metal pipe systems 
and (6) metal cased wire systems. The systems 
which I propose to refer to particularly are: 
Slip socket conduit, screwed conduit, and metal 
cased wire. 

Slip Socket.—On this system I feel that little 
can be said in its favour unless it be cheapness 
in first cost. Its principal points of disad- 
vantage are :— 

(1) Any attempt at bending an open seam 
tube, such as this is, can only result in either 
opening or crushing in of the edges; (2) water- 
proofing is obviously impossible; (3) earthing 
is only possible by the use of one or other of the 
several “continuity grip fittings.” In this 
connection it may be noted that the Regulations 
of the Institution of Electrical Engineers state 
that: “* Plain slip sockets do not comply with 
the above conditions, some form of screwed or 
grip joint which will give ample and permanent 
electrical conductivity and mechanical rigidity 
throughout being necessary.” The “above 
conditions’ referred to in this note are the 
conditions relating to screwed conduits. (See 
p. 53, Rule 87.) 

Screwed Conduit.—The patterns of screwed 
conduit in use are the brazed, the welded, and 
the solid drawn or seamless. These are stated 
in order of cost and likewise also in order of 
merit. The solid drawn, though the most 
expensive, is the most satisfactory, being free 
from the possibility of internal burrs or rough- 
nesses. 

Possibility of Condensation.—It is sometimes 
urged that a screwed conduit system affords 
every chance of trouble from condensation. 
Personally, I have found this suggestion more 
fanciful than real, given proper care and skill 
in selecting the positions for the runs. Doubtless 
there are a few places where great and sudden 
changes of temperature prevailing a screwed 
conduit system would not be advisable. It is 
noteworthy that the most recent Regulations of 
the Institution of Electrical Engineers suggest 
ventilating outlets to allow of circulation of the 
air throughout the conduit. (Page 52, Rule 
87, XXI.) 

Ezternal Protection of Conduits—The black 
enamel on the outside of the conduit is un- 
fortunately often regarded as a protection 
against rust, but one sometimes wonders 
whether the manufacturers ever see the enamel 
on their material after it has travelled by goods 
train, been delivered by the usual careful 
carrier, dropped on to a concrete floor, cut 
and screwed and ultimately deposited in its 
last resting place, frequently green brick-work 
er quite damp plaster. To counteract the evil 
effects of rust, two coats of red oxide paint 
applied to the conduit after it has been cut, 
screwed and fitted ready for fixing, are desirable. 

The same treatment should be accorded to the 
conduit, fittings, boxes, saddles, &c. Galvan- 
ised conduit though costing considerably more 
money than the black enamelled, is very much 
better protected. The author has had this in use 
in factory installations for nine to ten years and 
then found its condition to be as sound and free 
from rust as when it was put in. 

Internal Protection of Conduits—Enamelling 
the inside of a conduit is doubtless of value as 
tending to preserve its life, as well as that of the 
conductors contained. Galvanising likewise 
provides an anti-rusting interior surface and one

which if well done is sufficiently smooth for 
receiving conductors. 

Conduit Fittings.—By this expression reference 
is made to bends, elbows, tees, draw-in or inspec- 
tion boxes, &c. Solid elbows or tees are pro- 
hibited, the “inspection ” type of fitting being 
used in place thereof. 

That all conduit fittings should be of the 
“inspection * type is essential if good work is 
tobedone. Bends or sets made up on the job to 
suit the particular local conditions are, of 
course, both necessary and permissible. In 
many cases a watertight system is desirable. 
Ordinary inspection fittings do not satisfy this 
condition, although often used to meet it. 
Fittings with machined joints are then necessary 
and can be obtained at but little extra cost. 

Lock Nuts and Bushes.—The advantages of 
lock nuts are frequently ignored. These are essen- 
tial where the conduit enters an iron box, such 
as a switch outlet, a distribution board, or main 
switch or fuse box. The conduit entering by 
a clearance hole and lock nutted inside and out 
forms a good mechanical and electrical job. 
The bushing of all ends of pipe from which wires 
are to emerge is essential, though often ignored. 
The practice provides a smooth edge for the con- 
ductors to be drawn over and may save the use 
of alock nut. The bushes now used are of brass. 

Outlet Couplings are often required for switch 
or other points. These are quite good, but when 
allowed to be made up on the job by the wireman 
are liable to suffer from sharp cutting edges. 
On tiled walls the conduit should be packed out. 

An “All-iron” System.—Some _ engineer§ 
prefer what may be termed an “all-iron”’ 
system. That is to say, iron-clad distributing 
boards are used in place of the more common 
teak-cased pattern, and iron outlet boxes for al! 
switches, ceiling roses or other fittings, the use of 
wood being thus everywhere avoided even to the 
wood fixing block. The practice has much to 
commend it from the fire risk point of view, and 
as regards meeting the conditions of metallic 
continuity and earthing it is, of course, ideal. 

Earthing of Metal Conduits or Other Metal 
Work.—The earthing of metal conduits or the 
sheathing of metal-cased wires and also other 
exposed metal work is not only recommended 
but required by all current regulations, as, for 
instance, those of the Institution of Electrical 
Engineers and the Home Office. The expression 
may be taken to mean the efficient and perma- 
nent electrical connection to the general mass of 
earth. One is sometimes asked, Why is earthing 
so much advised ? The answer is, (1) it removes 
risk of injury by shock to the person, and (2) 
incipient faults are more readily made manifest. 
I have known it to be a cause of complaint on 
the part of a contractor that his switches were 
put to an unfair test, by virtue of my insistence 
that their metal covers should be earthed. 

A metal conduit (or the metal casing of a 
conductor) should be earthed by means of a 
good solid clip making as much contact as 
possible with the surface of the conduit or metal 
casing, this in turn being connected to a live 
water main or other selected earth by means of 
an earthing conductor of suitable section. The 
points to be considered therefore are (a) the 
earthing conductor, (6) the clips or con- 
nection at either end and (c) the earth itself. 
The earthing conductor, should be of a 
section suited to the current it may be 
called upon to carry which may, of course, 
be the current of the. largest conductor 
within the conduit. The most recent Institution 
rules prescribe that its section shall be not less 
than one-half of that of the largest of the con- 
ductors to be protected with a minimum size of 
7/029 ins., and the material used always to be 
copper. With regard to clips for connection at 
each end these should be of good mechanical 
and electrical design and visible. The earth 
connection is usually to a live water main, and 
where this is impossible an independent earth in 
the form of a buried copper plate has to be 
adopted. 
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Testing of Earthing.—Until recently any rules 
on this matter have not existed. The latest 
regulations of the Institution, however, now 
prescribe that earthing shall be tested and that 
the maximum resistance shall not exceed 
2 ohms, as measured between a point near the 
main switch and any other point of the com- 
pleted installation. Such a test should be 
insisted upon in every case, and the work not 
accepted until the earthing value obtained is 
satisfactory. As previously mentioned, earth- 
ing applies equally to the metal sheathing of 
lead-covered wiring as to a screwed or slip- 
socket pipe system. 

Isolating.—Equally necessary as earthing 
would seem to be the isolating of all electric 
conduit work, &c., from gas pipes, girders, &c. ; 
in fact, everything which is conducting excepting 
the selected earth connection. If this is not 
done it is impossible properly to test the 
earthing of the system without which one has 
but little idea of the goodness or otherwise. If 
isolating be not adopted gas pipes or other 
non-electric work may become partially alive 
in the event of a fault oe i 

Metal Cased Wire Systems.—For many years 
past various wiring systems have been devised, 
using a metal sheathed wire, intended to be 
fixed direct on the surface without further © 
mechanical protection. The object in view 
has been the cheapening of the cost of wiring 
work by the eliminating of the screwed pipe. 
For such a system it is reasonably claimed that 
it is less obtrusive, takes up less room, and 
involves less cutting away and making good. 
The conductors used ars usually of circular 
section for single cables and flat for twin or 
three-core, and the sheathing in nearly all 
cases a special lead alloy (“Stannos,” the 
exception). In some instances, a metal cased 
wire system is the only one possible. Where 
the external metal surface is not lead the metal 
nsed (brass or copper) is invariably tinned. 


APPLIED SANITARY 
SCIENCE * 

‘Tue fact that this volume is a second 
edition, revised and enlarged, would seem to 
suggest that it will supply the needs of 
aspirants to the Royal Sanitary Institute and 
allied bodies. To the layman the — on 
Waste Matters and Public Health will afford 
much valuable and interesting information. 
Beyond that it is not possible to become en- 
thusiastic, since it is essentially a ‘* cram *’ 
book unrelieved by a single diagram. It is 
appreciated, however, as Dr. Butterworth, who 
writes the introduction, says, that the author 
must have met with much difficulty in break- 
ing the groundwork of the application of 
scientific laws to the promotion of healthy 
living and environment. 

While reading the book, one unconsciously 
becomes impressed with the idea that the in- 
formation is for examinees seeking to pass 
one of the examinations for qualification as a 
Sanitary Authority. This is particularly em- 
phasised by the set of questions and answers 
at the end of each section. For those seek- 
ing further information it is refreshing to find 
that there is a full bibliography. For ex- 
ample, the prospective meat inspector would 
not get much help from the definitions on 
page 111 unless he had previously studied 
some of the works mentioned and, in addition, 
had been through a good practical course. 

There are one or two “slips,” ¢.g., on 
page 40 the last paragraph but one is very 
vague: ‘“‘ The expansion of water on reaching 
4 deg. C. amounts to very nearly 9 per cent.” 
Presumably this should be 0 deg. C. It is 
curious to note, and a fact to be deplored, 
that, with the improved modern conditions. 
the regulations given on page 17 have not 
been brought up to date instead of being over 
half a century old. However, this is not the 
fanlt.of the author.

Bristol Apprentices. 


The annual report of the Bristol Building 
Trades’ Joint Standing Apprenticeship Con:- 
mittee states that during the ten years of the 
scheme 497 boys have heen indentured, and 
245 were still serving ap»renticeship. During 
the year 38 apprentices have completed their 
training, and 36 fresh apprentices have been 
indentured as follow :—Bricklayers, 5; car- 
penters, 14; painters, 3; plumbers, 4; wood- 
cutting machinists, 2. Under the committee’s 
scheme 93 firms have taken apprentices; the 
type of lad under training is extremely satis- 
factory and should prove an important factor 
in maintaining the status of the trade in the 
future. The Federation of Building Trades’ 
Employers has given £25 to provide the 
nucleus of a library.
